\V.niUixm'ox, March 25.—The court of 


inquiry appointed to investigate the 
cause of the Maine disaster has reported 
that the loes of the battleship waa due 
to an outeido explosion. Ttie elite de- 
partment, by direction of the President, 
h*8 cabled United States Minister Wood- 
ford at Madrid to notify the Spanish 
government of thia conclusion. 


The President unit his cabinet advisors 


held two extended aeaeiona today, one it 
10.30 A. tu. ami another al 3.30 p. w., at 
which the report was considered in de- 
tail. Membern of the cabinet stated 
After the meeting that the discussion 
was ol a grave character, and that never 
since the wreckage of the Maine has the 
situation seomed eo critical. 


The Spanish govern moat haa cabled 


officially to Washington that the Span- 
ish naval commission holds the disaster 
to the Maine to be of internal origin. 
The government of Spain, it can be 
stated positively, \3 not diapoaed to turn 
back tho tor pud o fleet now proceeding 
from the Canaries, and would be disin- 
clined to consider A suggestion from tlii? 
government tending to interfere with 
the dispoBition by Spain of nor own 
naval forme. 


War preparations on aa unprecedented 


scale are being hurried to completion by 
the war anil navy departments, and the 
country practically is on a war footing. 


Tho foregoing gives She record of one 


ol the ranit eventful days the national 
capital has eeeu aiaco tlie close ol the 
civil WAT. It was a day of profoundly 
important action and of ihe deepest 
anxiety, couplet! with naval and tnilitry 
activity, one atep following imotUoc in 
rapid eucceaaLon. 


Representative men of the administra- 


tion, piiltli'j nion in nil brunches of 
official and ccmgre&Blonal lite, HO leaa 
than tba public in general, shared in tho 
tension to which the situation has been 
wrought. There waa no effort among 
tho highest olliciais, nor indooJ, was it 
possible from what waa clearly apparent 
in the developmenta of the day, to min- 
imize tho situation. 


FINDINC1S 01' THK COUItT. 


Viovi-od in detail, the finding of the 


csnrt of inquiry wag the moat vital foat- 
uie. Commander Mirix, jaclgs advo- 
cate of tho court of inquiry, delivered 
tho report to Secretary Long early this 
morning and shortly afterwards it was 
carried to tho White House and placed 
in the hands of the President. At 10.30 
the cabinet assembled half an hoar 
earlier than usual and began considera- 
tion of themoraentonadocument. Even 
the rigid rules of secrecy which prevail 
at cabinet meetioea ware made doubly 
strict in this case, and no intimation of 
the results reached by the court were 
known until 2 o'clock, when an Associ- 
ated Fresn reported quietly gave the in- 
formation to the country aa well aa to 
tho eagerly waiting officials throughout 
Washington, 


These results briefly stated are that 


the loss of the Maine waa due to an ex- 
plosion from the outside, the coart be- 
ing unable to fix tne responsibility for 
the explosion. The court does not ex- 
press an opinion aa to the character of 
the explosive, bat the testimony goes to 
show that it was * powerful submarine 
mine, the exact character of which if 
not 
determined by the 
testimony, 


though the belief was expressed that it 
waa a floating submarine mine. 


TWO EXPLOSIONS. 


There were two explosions, the court 


finds, the first from the outside and that 


set oil oae of the smaller magazines. It 
was this result, expressed in detail, and 
with the precision of a court deeply cog- 
nizant of his responsibility, together 
with tbe evidence upon which it was 
based, tbat occupied the attention of tbe 
cabinet throughout its extended sessions 
of tbe morning and afternoon. All other 
subjects gave way to this foremost ques- 
tion. There was no change in tbe plan 
of tanking the report public and trans- 
mitting it to congreeB early next week, 
accompanied by a brief menage from 
tbe President.

work of preparations, Tho advance of 
thu Spanish' torpedo flotilla continued 
to receive tho closest attention of naval 
officials and while no far aa could bo as- 
certained no definite line of action was 
determined upon, tbs need ol intercept- 
ing this fleet waa urged by tbe highest 
uaval officials. 


From the standpoint of tbe Spanish 


government this movement waa not a 
menace, having been decided upon 
tunny weeks ago. On tha contrary, tbe 
Spanish, (government holds that tbe ex- 
tensive armament of the Dry Tortqgaa 
la a more direct hostile act against 
Spain than any movement of the flotilla. 
Instead of stopping the flotilla the pres- 
ent attitude of Spain tends towards re- 
inforcing with other Hpaniah was ves- 
sels, not ae a menace, but what the 
Spanish government feels is called for 
by the existing condition of affaire. 


Hardly lees suggestive than the ap- 


proach of the torpedo flotilla WBB tbe 
information 
received 
today by the 


highest military authorities tbat the 
Spanish government had hurried to 
completion extensive fortificatione on 
the island of Porto Rico, lying juet off 
Cuba, and the only Spanish possessions 
in thtfl hemisphere other than Cuba. 
Tbe exact character of these new de- 
fenses has been made known here, and 
they are being given weight with the 
military authorities os showing the dis- 
position of Spain. 


PLYING fJKUADHO.N" IS HKAD1NEB3. 


The instructions isfmeil by the navy 


department during tho day covered every 
branch of naval armament. Tho'Mly- 
in« cquadron" was definitely estab- 
lished, with Commodore Schley in com- 
mand. He will hoist his Commodore 
Hug on the flagship Brooklyn next Mon- 
day, The equudruu is to cone let of ex- 
ictly five ships, despite conjectures as 
to the possible ships that might bo 
added. The pquadron will be the crack 
armored cruiear Brooklyn, tbo battle- 
ships Muasrtchiiaatta and Texas, and the 
cruicsra Colombia and 
Minneapolis. 


Otbor ships which art) now or Hereafter 
at Hnmpton Roads will not be of the 
lying miuadron, but will belong to tbe 
North Atlantic station, under Captain 
Sampson. 


The flying cquadrou is to bo a small, 


compact fleet ot the best ships of tho 
navy, for quick service at an/ point 
along the Atlantic. At thu same time 
the North Atlantic station ia to be fur- 
ther ancmentatl. Tho cruiser Cincin- 
nati, which left Port Antonio three days 
ago under eealed ordere, la to report at 
Koy W«at und become a part of Cap- 
tain Sampson'a licet. The gunboat 
Wilmington, also en route from Port 
Antonio, wilt likewise report to CapUln 
Sampeon at Key West, as well an the 
gunboat Vicksburg, now at Hampton 
KoadB.

NAVAL MILITIA PRKPAltBIJ. 


Favorable anawera were received from 


the Now York naval militia of their 
readinusa on short notice to supply ofii* 
cera and men to man the single turreted 
monitors now called into service. Or- 
ders were issued today to have all the 
warships painted black, a color that is 
batter adapted to hostilities because the 
vessels will not afford as good a target. 


NEW TORfKDO HOAT. 


The navy department was informed by

chad" torpedo boat tbat bad been con 
at meted for tbo Get man government.

ADDITIONAL GUNS. 


General Flagler, cbicf of ornanco of 


the army, today had a long conference 
with Secretary A Igor with reference to 
additional guns and gun carriages. A 
few days ago Secretary A leer alloted to 
General Flagler $1,000,000 from tbe 
emergency appropriation made by con- 
gress to be used by the ordnance bureau 
in the discretion of General Flakier. 
This amount, although large, was not, 
in the opinion of General Flagler, ealli- 
ciotit to meet the requirements of the 
present emergency, and hie conference 
with tba Secretary was to obtain an ad- 
ditional allowance. After a careful can- 
vass, of the nit nation, Secretary Alter 
gave General Flagler a liberal additional 
allotment from the appropriation. 


Lieutenant Col well of London was 


directed by tbe navy department to 
urge tbe builders of tbe recently pur* 
chased cruiser Albany, formerly tbe 
Brazilian vessel Abruall, to hasten the 
construction of the ehip with ell possi- 
ble speed. In tbe ordinary course of 
the work tbe vessel would not be com- 
pleted before next December, bat it ia 
believed by ofliciala of tbe navy depart- 
ment that if the builders are placed un- 
der pressure she can be made ready for 
sea within three months, and perhaps 
in a little leaa time. 


ASSIGNMENTS OF OFFICERS. 


Captain Shoemaker, chief of the rev- 


enue cutter BBrvece, was busily engaged 
today in making assignments of officers 
to tbe revenue cutters detailed yester- 
day for defensive service alone tbe At- 
lantic seaboard. Every vessel in the 
service available for action had, or will 
bo assigned to duty. Even the new cut" 
Lor Gresham, on the ureat lakes, and 
tbo little cutter Calumet, located at 
Chicago, have been called on, and in a 
day or two both tbe lake ahipa will bo 
en route to Hampton Hoade.

ters have been notified by wire to bo in 
roadiuoBB to move as soon as their gen- 
eral orders were received.

SPAIN FORTIFYING. 


Preparing to Defend the Island of 


Porto Rico. 


Word reached tbe navy department 


officials today that the Spanish authori- 
ties have taken steps to supplement the 
existing fortificationo at Ban Jnan de 
Porto Klco, the main port of the island 
of Porto Rico. The newa is regarded as 
significant. Porto Rico is the only other 
possession which belongs to the Spanish 
government on this heminphere besides 
Cuba. The city of Porto Hico ia forti- 
fied after the old atyle prevalent in early 
daya. The defeneea consist of a wall 
which completely encircles the several 
torts at strategic points, while the only 
points of egress and ingress are through 
massive gates; These fortifications are 
being strengthened and the armament 
has been increased by two large guns of 
formidable pattern and calibre. San 
Juan has 23,414 inhabitants. 


EXCITEMENT AT KEY WEST. 


The Mangrove Ordered to Remove 


American Officials. 


KEY WBBT, March 2j.—Tho Associated 


Press bulletin that tbe court of inquiry 
has found the Maine was blown up by a 
sub-marine mine created intense excite- 
ment here.

WASHINGTON, March 25.—The Stirring 


«cenea of the Fifty-first congress, when 
members of the minority were charging 
down the aisles protesting against the 
rules of Speaker Ueed, were recalled to- 
day in the turbulent protests made by 
tbe minority against the ruling of the 
chair during the consideration of the 
naval appropriation bill. Tbe ruling ia 
effect compelled members to confine 
their remarks under the five minute rule 
to tbo subject before tbe house and was 
made against 'Mr. Hartman, silver Re- 
publican of Montana, who attempted to 


iake a political speech. The ruling 


was denounced as a usurpation and ap- 
peal after appeal was taken. When all 
else failed, every expedient was resorted 
to to block progress with the bill. As a 
result but four pages were disposed of. 
Before tho bill was taken up for amend- 
ment, Mr. FOBS, Republican of Illinois, 
a member of the naval committee, made 
a general speech in advocacy of the 
policy of building up a otrotig and 
powerful navy. 


Mr. Httrtmati created the diversion 


which cnueed tho blocking of buaimtEa 
duriiig the rest of the ilay by delivering 
a five minute speech, satirizing the Ke- 
pabllcau party und when, under cover 
of a Bccund pro formu amendment, ho at- 
tempted to proceed, Mr. Boutelle called 
him to order, tie made tbe point tbat 
Mr, llitrtman's remarks were not per- 
tinent (o tho amendment. A lively 
parliamentary wrangle followed, when 
tbo chair sustained the point of order. 


After the debate on appeal bad run

An important ruling was made b 


Judge Webb yesterday in overruling th 
demurrer of the defendants in the eui 
brought by tho Fresno Canal and Irri 
gating Oompanj against a number o 
non-reeident property-owners who bar 
water rights on their laud, and wh 
havo refused to pay tho aeeeeements o 
the ground that they have not need th 
water. The principal defendant wa 
the Savings Union of 9fin Francisco 
Judge Webb bused hie ruling on recen 
supreme const decisions in similar caeoe 


Tho defendants were delinquent fo 


three or four yeara in tlie water aeef.es 
monte, and in the aggregate the arnoun 
of money involved in the suit is be 
twean $10,000 and $15,000.

defendant's counsel laid groat stress o: 
a ruling of Judge KOSB of tho circui 
court, but tho decision applied more t 
the matter of fixing rates by tho Super 
visore.
